ing the acene of battle to Its normal 
state. 

“That boy la 11he moet other boy* 
He la swayed by natural lnatfhota. and 
If his bellicose trait la encouraged he 
will become a confirmed militarist 
waiting the chance to come to grip# 
with e real enemy. But. If public 
opinion la against war and -the boy 
la Influenced to turn his thoughts to¬ 
wards peaceful and useful avocations, 
he will become an apostle of peace 
nstead of an advocate for war. 

‘There la no lack of pessimists who 
have no hope for the success of the 
League's work. They argue that hu¬ 
man nature cannot be changed and. as 
fighting la a natural instinct, wars will 
continue while the world lasts. Human 
nature may be unchangable. but pub¬ 
lic opinion can be and is changed con¬ 
tinually. 

“Common sense la the movement's 
greatest asset. Whet does the world 
gain from the crime of International 
conflict? How many widowa. orphans, 
cripples, blind men and other victims 
of war are Buffering from the mental 
defectiveness of mankind which de¬ 
crees that disputes must be aettled in 
blood and misery? When the world is 
aroused to the enormity of this pre¬ 
ventable crime, common sense will pre¬ 
vail and the League of Nations will 
come into Its own. 

“The effect of war does not end with 
the cessation of hostilities. Children 
of unborn generations come into the 
world saddled with debts bequeathed 
to them by fighting borebears. Hatred 
between nations which was intensified 
by the conflict is ready to spring Into 
active aggression at the slightest provo¬ 
cation; the world remains an armed 
camp, and the force of public opinion 
la required to prevent the sword be¬ 
ing drawn from the scabbard. 

"The work of the League of Nations 
deserves the support of every think¬ 
ing man and woman. Its activities 
are bent only towards improving our 
faulty civilisation, and Include. In addi¬ 
tion to the settlement of disputes 
among nations and prevention of war. 
health, morals, protection of the in¬ 
terests of Industrial wage-earners, pro¬ 
tection of racial minorities, freer In¬ 
ternational intercourse and many other 
matters for the betterment of world 
conditions.

"The League of Nations Is the out¬ 
come of a great revulsion of feeling 
against armed conflict, resulting from 
the Great War It cams into being 
because the world revolted against the 
thought of battle and slaughter; that 
revolt wu public opinion asserting It¬ 
self Public opinion was the seed 
from which the League grew, and pub. 
lie opinion is the fores which will 
nourish Its roots and advance Its fruit¬ 
fulness. 

“This force, called public opinion, 
has power to overthrow governments 
and change the whole fabric of estab¬ 
lished institutions It Is a great force, 
but It Is only the aggregation of a 
common opinion held by individuals. 
In a combination of 1.000.000 units 
of equal, value, any one unit Is equal 
to any one of the others, and every 
citlaen of Victoria who uses his or her 
influence In support of the Leegue of 
Nations and its objects la as powerful 
a factor for peace as any individual, 
no matter where he resides 

“The creation of a great thought 
force which will convince the govern¬ 
ments of the nations of the world that 
there must be no more war la the 
goal to a strive for. Victoria will 
strengthen or weaken that force ac¬ 
cording to its respond to the appeal 
The League of Nations cannot continue 
without the support of public opinion, 
and It cannot dissolve while public 
opinion exist* In sufficient force.

To the Editor—It ha* come to th* 
attention of myself aa president of the 
Victoria Musical Festival Association 
that there it some criticism regarding 
the admission fee for the evening pes- 
alons of the festival commencing next 
Tuesday, the 10th Instant and con¬ 
cluding Saturday the 14th instant. 

I would like to explain to the public 
generally through your columns, why 
it has been necessary to set ths admis¬ 
sion fees aa they are 

To stage a festival of the slxe and 
importance of the one next week, in¬ 
volves a very heavy expense, and the 
directors of the featlval have compiled 
the budget very carefully Indeed, en¬ 
deavoring to so arrange things that 
receipts will at leaat meet expenses 
There la no Intention of attempting to 
uae the festival aa a money making 
scheme. 

The great difficulty that faced the 
director* was the lack of a suitable au¬ 
ditorium with sufficient seating ac¬ 
commodation to enable a low admis¬ 
sion fee to be made 

At last -ear's festival the bulk of our 
revenue came from the Arena concert 
on the Saturday evening, but this year 
the festival Is two weeks earlier and 
owing to the lack of heating In the 


* school by-law, in the judgment of The I imes, 
was a blunder which is bound to have regrettable 
consequences. It is true there waa a small majority 
in favor of the project, but it fell abort of the pro¬ 
portion leqmmT'to peas the measure. I lie interpre¬ 
tation that generally will be placed upon the decision 
is that Victoria doe* not want thi* form of training for 
its young people, that it prefers that those boya and 
girl* who desire it ahould go elsewhere to get it.

We realize, of course, that the prospect of in¬ 
creased taxation, slight though it Whs likely to be. 
was the chief factor in determining the outcome of 
the poll, but within a year or more, as a result of 
the defeat of the technical school bydaw, we shall 
have to erect a large addition to the High School, 
towards which the Government can make no grant 
and which, therefore, will cost the taxpayer* much 
more than a technical school would have cost them. 
This is as inevitable as the process of the *in. We 
are compelled to provide accommodation for our 
increasing school population whether we want to or 
not. Therefore, instead of something being saved, in 
a financial sense, for the taxpayers yesterday, there 
is certain to be a loss, apart altogether from the ef¬ 
fect the decision must have upon th* youth of the 
community. Nor could we be certein of mother 
offer of a contribution by the Government, even if 
we decided next year to do whet we ought to have 
done yesterday. Having rejected this offer we 
would have no ground for complaint if it were 
claimed—aa it a likely to be—by aome other com¬ 
munity of the Province more progressive in it* at¬ 
titude towards technical education than Victoria has 
shown itself to be. 

The fact that leu then a fourth of those who 
ere entitled to vote on thi* question bothered them¬ 
selves sufficiently to do a* does not effect the con¬ 
clusion we have drawn from the result of th* poll.

Water supply is an essential factor in the encourage¬ 
ment of bird life Without water there can be no bird 
life. Winter feeding is also of first important# and 
if we ar* to plan to help birds solve their food prob¬ 
lems we must bear in mind that Winter Is the time 
of greatest need. Winter foods commonly used Include 
suet, pork rinds, bones with shreds of meat, cooked 
meat, meal worms, cut apples, crackers, crumbs, nut# 
cereals and seeds. The device* moat suitable for wood, 
lot use are the so-called food-bells and food houses, 
which will bold a considerable supply of food One 
of the receptacles recommended by Mr. McAtee is a 
cocoanut with a bole bored In one end and the cavity 
filled with a food mixture The cocoanut may be 
suspended from the limb of a tree by a wire. It is 
weather proof. Cans with small openings may be sub¬ 
stituted for cocoanut*. food baskets in any atse made 
of wire netting or metal grating may be hung up. The 
food house Is a permanent structure with a solid roof 
and glass front to permit observation. The food tray* 
In thee* house# are entirely sheltered from the weather, 
hence are available to blr|la throughout the Winter.

JOTS FROM GEOGRAPHY 


Th* Provincial Legislature, after a great deal of 
debate, preceded by months of suggestion and considera¬ 
tion. has succeeded in shaping a Workmen's Compensa- 
ttqn Act, which la now about to pass through the final 
stafeKof formality before becoming effective. Along 
with trifir Ast there has passed through th# Provincial 
House a measure providing for the constitution of a 
special commission of three member* to administer 
the Compensation Law. 

The degree of succea# attending the operation of this 
new law dealing with workmen * compensation depends 
to a very large extent on the special qualifications of 
the mer bers of th* commission for dealing with in¬ 
dustrial questions and dispute#.
